(2)  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  in  Manchester,  are  provided  free  of 
charge  to  the  Winsford  Urban  District  Council,  and  proved  adequate  during  the  year. 
Details  of  the  samples  taken  are  given  later  in  this  report. 

(3)  Environmental  Services 

Details  of  the  other  Services  e.g.,  Public  Health  and  Housing  Inspections, 
Food  examinations,  etc.,  etc.,  provided  by  the  Winsford  Urban  District  Council  are 
recorded  later  in  this  report. 

(b)  Hospital  Services 

(i)  Infectious  Diseases 

Admissions  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  now  spread  over  the  following 
hospitals:  Warrington  Isolation  Hospital,  Monsall  Fever  Hospital,  Crewe  Isolation 
Hospital  and  Macclesfield  Hospital.  To  which  hospitals  our  cases  go  depends  largely 
upon  the  preference  of  the  patient1 s  own  doctor,  and  of  course,  on  the  availability 
of  hospital  beds. 
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(ii)  General  Hospital  Services 

The  need  for  better  hospital  services  to  serve  the  Mid-Cheshire  area  as  a 
whole  still  remains  urgent.  Probably  the  increasing  mileage  covered  by  the  local 
Mid-Cheshire  Ambulance  Service,  on  roads  becoming  more  and  more  congested,  provides 
the  best  evidence  of  this  need. 

It  seems  it  is  now  left  to  the  Joint  Mid-Cheshire  Hospital  Committee  to 
continue  to  press  their  case  in  the  hope  that  some  early  real  headway  may  be  made. 


(c)  Provided  by  the  County  Council 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  have  officers  discharging  duties  in  the

Satisfactory  headway  has  been  made  in  the  Urban  District  under  the  "Polio" 
Vaccination  Scheme  and  many  sessions  have  been  held  throughout  the  district  at  the 
Clinic,  Doctors*  Surgeries  and  Works*  Surgeries  etc.

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(b)  Sitting  Case  Car  and  Ambulance  Service 

The  service  in  the  area  continued  to  deal  with  patients  expeditiously 
though  the  increasing  congestion  of  the  roads  and  inevitable  delays  at  the  bigger 
hospitals  does  from  time  to  time  upset  the  daily  timetables  of  our  vehicles 
however  carefully  prepared.  From  1st  December,  I960,  the  County  Health  Committee 
will  take  over  operational  and  administrative  control  of  the  service.  This  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  institution  of  the  radio  call-out  system, 

(c)  Prevention  of  Illness  -  Care  and  After  Care 

The  call  for  bigger  items  of  after-care  equipment  e.g.  wheel-chairs, 

hydraulic  hoists,  etc.,  continues  to  increase  year  by  year. 

(d)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  continues  to  expand  and  it  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  means 
whereby  the  older  people  can  remain  longer  in  their  own  home  surroundings. 
Institutional  accommodation,  however  excellent,  is  for  most  elderly  people  but 
a  poor  substitute  for  their  own  homes. 

(e)  Family  Planning 

The  Family  Planning  Clinic,  which  remains  controlled  locally  by  an  active 
team  of  lady  volunteers,  working  under  the  general  guidance  of  the  Family  Planning 
Association,  has  been  held  every  Tuesday,  from  9  a.m.  to  10.30  a.m.,  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic,  Weaver  Street,  Winsford.  During  the  year  158  married  women  from 
Winsfcrd  and  the  adjoining  districts  attended  at  least  once  for  specialist  advice. 
These  attendances  were  made  for  many  reasons  including  financial,  ill  health, 
housing,  family  spacing,  etc.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARt  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 

The  Engineer  reports  as  follows:- 
"Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  provided  by  the  Mid  &  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board  during 
the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity, 

"Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  : 

Maintenance  work  necessitated  by  subsidence  continued  at  the  main  Over  and 
Wharton  Works,  the  Wharton  Works  being  particularly  affected.  The  three  small 
works  at  Meadow  Bank,  Clive  and  Whitegate  continue  to  function  satisfactorily* 

The  Council  has  appointed  Messrs,  Ward,  Ashcroft  and  Parkman  of  Liverpool 
as  Consulting  Engineers  in  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  the 
sewerage  of  the  district.  This  scheme  will  provide  for  the  development,  both 
Industrial  and  Residential, arising  from  the  agreement  with  Manchester  Corporation 
for  the  reception  of  overspill  population  as  well  as  for  the  existing  town. 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence  on  the  first  stages  of  this  scheme 
during  the  coming  year. 

A  motor  gully/cesspool  emptier  has  been  purchased  and  the  emptying  of  private 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks  is  now  undertaken  as  a  service.  The  machine  also  has 
an  attachment  for  the  reception  of  nightsoil  and  this  enables  the  nightsoil 
collection  to  be  carried  out  in  a  more  hygienic  manner  than  was  previously  the  case, 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  laying  of  sewers  in  the  Swanlow  South  Area 
which  will  enable  the  present  unsatisfactory  arrangements  to  be  superceded  and  will 
also  enable  further  properties  to  be  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  scheme  of  the 
town.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  this  scheme  will  also  ©eminence  in  1961, 

"Industries  : 

Messrs.  I.C.I.  have  carried  out  a  major  scheme  of  modernisation  at  their 
Rock  Salt  Mine  ,  Meadow  Bank,  which  will  result  in  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
production  capacity  of  the  Mine. 

C.W.S.  Ltd.,  have  completed  and  brought  into  use  their  Soft  Drinks  Depot  in 
Dean  Street. 

Weaverside  Manufacturing  Co.,  moved  their  factory  from  temporary  premises  in 
High  Street  to  larger  premises  in  Grange  Lane. 

Colin  Stewart  Ltd.,  carried  out  extensions  to  their  plant  which  is  situated 
off  Wharton  Road. 
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The  Council  continued  with  preparations  for  the  establishment  of  a  large 
Industrial  Estate  to  the  East  of  the  main  Railway  Line*  It  is  anticipated  that 
work  on  the  construction  of  roads  and  laying  of  sewers  together  with  the  building 
of  factories  will  start  early  in  1961. 

Land  at  Wharton  Road  is  being  made  available  by  the  Council  for  the  erection 
of  a  chemical  works  and  it  is  expected  that  construction  will  start  in  1961. 

’’Closet  Conversion: 

These  are  being  carried  out  where  availability  of  sewers  permits. 

’’Recreation  Grounds: 

The  existing  Over  and  Wharton  recreation  grounds  are  being*  maintained  with 
bowling  greens,  tennis  courts  and  other  facilities.  The  Council  owns  an 
area  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Wharton  recreation  ground  which  it  is  hoped  in  the 
future  to  develop  as  an  extension  to  the  recreational  facilities  of  the  district” • 

Canal  Boats: 

No  canal  boats  are  now  registered  with  the  Council. 

Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 

River  Pollution: 

There  is  no  measurable  pollution  of  the  river  in  Winsford. 

Licensed  Camping  Sites: 

There  are  five  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district.  These  are  at  present 
under  review  under  the  provisions  of  the  recent  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960,  and  it  will  be  some  time  before  a  final  report  can  be 
presented  as  to  the  future  of  sites  in  the  district. 

Swimming  Baths: 

The  Council’s  Open  Air  Brine  Baths  are  usually  open  from  May  until  September. 

A  close  supervision  of  the  quality  of  the  water  is  maintained  with  colorimeter 
tests  three  times  daily,  carried  out  by  the  Baths  Superintendent,  and  weekly  check 
samples  to  determine  the  free  chlorine  are  analysed  in  this  departments  own  laboratory. 

In  addition,  22  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  for 
bacteriological  examination.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  all  these  samples  x^ere 
satisfactory. 
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Rodent  Controls 

This  service  has  functioned  smoothly  during  the  year.  Only  one  additional  farm 
has  taken  out  a  contract  since  the  previous  year  when  a  vigorous  campaign  was  carried 
out  to  bring  more  agricultural  holdings  within  the  Council* s  Rodent  Control  Service. 
This  is  particularly  disappointing  in  view  of  the  very  moderate  charge  which  is  made 
for  this  prompt  and  regular  service.  Although  the  country  is  serviced  to  some  extent 
by  private  operators,  very  few  of  the  farmers  take  advantage  of  these,  and  it  can  only 
be  assumed  that  most  of  the  holdings  receive  very  little  attention  for  the  eradication 
of  rodents.  Apart  from  the  material  damage  which  is  caused  by  these  vermin,  rats 
are  known  to  be  carriers  of  certain  infections  such  as  Salmonellosis  and  infectious 
jaundice  (Weil’s  Disease).  They  nay  also  be  implicated  in  outbreaks  of  trichiniasis , 
a  parasitic  disease  in  pigs  which  is  spread  to  man  by  the  consumption  of  infected  pork. 
Some  concern  over  these  matters  has  been  voiced  at  meetings  of  the  Mid-Cheshire 
Workable  Area  Committee,  particularly  in  view  of  the  report  that  the  rat  population 
in  some  counties  is  on  the  increase,  and  local  authorities  in  this  area  have  been 
asked  to  make  further  representation  to  the  farmers  to  try  and  get  more  holdings  in 
the  contract  service. 

Continuous  control  is  exercised  by  the  operator  over  the  refuse  tips  at  the 
sewage  works,  but  absence  of  proper  controlled  tipping  aggravates  this  problem. 
Sewers  have  also  been  treated  regularly  by  warfarin,  and  latterly  by  sodium 
fluoracetate.  The  rat  population  in  the  town*s  sewers  has  been  kept  down  by  this 
constant  attention  and  systematic  treatment,  so  that  no  where  in  the  sewers  is  the 
infestation  more  than  "light" . 

Insect  Control: 

The  power  spraying  equipment  which  was  obtained  last  year  has  proved  very 
valuable  for  the  treatment  of  large  premises  for  both  surface  and  mist  spraying* 
Regular  quarterly  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  the  bakehouse  of  the  local 
Industrial  Co-operative  Society  by  the  use  of  Gammexane  Emulsion  Concentrate  which 
gives  effective  protection  against  insect  pests  in  food  for  a  period  of  three  months. 
Although  large  scale  insecticidal  spraying  controls  infestations  of  pests,  it  is  still 
necessary  to  take  elementary  precautions  to  reduce  the  attraction  of  such  insects  by 
ensuring  that  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained  on  the  premises.  A  Contract 
is  also  held  with  the  Society  for  insecticidal  treatment  against  fly  infestations. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  require  that  such  premises  shall  be 
adequately  treated  against  flies  during  the  months  of  March  to  September.  Few  owners 
of  slaughterhouses  have  the  necessary  equipment  or  knowledge  to  undertake  such 
treatments,  whereas  the  Council *s  service  covers  this  requirement  by  ensuring 
treatments,  are  carried  our  regularly  and  properly.  It  is  regrettable  that  more 
food  premises  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  service  which  can  be  such  an  important 
factor  in  maintaining  good  hygiene  whether  in  the  shop,  bakehouse  or  slaughterhouse. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  report  negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  C.W.S.  Bacon 
Factory  for  a  contract  for  other  rodent  and  insect  control.  Consideration  will  have 
to  be  given  soon  to  the  need  for  motor  transport  for  the  Department.  It  is  proving 
increasingly  difficult  to  carry  out  treatments  around  the  town  without  having  means 
of  independent  transport.  A  small  van  is  all  that  is  needed  for  this  important  work. 
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Complaints  of  insect  pests  in  households  are  usually  associated  with 
infestations  of  cockroaches  or  ants,  although  the  occasional  odd  infestation 
occurs  (such  as  an  infestation  of  flour  mites  which  was  recently  experienced 
in  a  domestic  larder^.  These  infestations  can,  however,  be  effectively 
eliminated  by  the  use  of  specific  insecticides  such  as  chlordane  or  an 
application  of  insecticidal  lacquer  which  remains  effective  for  periods  up 
to  three  years.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council’s  attempt  to  establish  its  first  Smoke  Control  Area  was  delayed 
by  an  objection  following  the  making  of  the  Smoke  Control  Order  on  the  15th  September, 
1959*  The  intended  area  was  to  cover  some  112  acres  which  comprised  the  whole  of 
the  proposed  Grange  Lane  Estate. 

The  objection  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Order  was  made  by  the  Mid-Cheshire 
Coal  Merchant’s  Association  and  the  Public  Local  Enquiry  to  hear  the  case  was  held 
at  the  Council  Offices  on  the  3rd  March,  I960.  Evidence  was  given  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  behalf  of  the  Council  that  following  the  recommendations 
of  the  Beaver  Committee  on  Air  Pollution  the  Council  had  adopted  a  long  term  policy 
of  smoke  control  and  had  selected  the  Grange  Estate  as  the  site  of  their  first  Smoke 
Control  Order.  The  Council  propose  to  include  the  whole  of  the  Dene  and  Greville 
Housing  Estate  in  smoke  control  areas,  but  the  older  part  of  the  town  would  be 
considered  later  since  some  of  it  would  come  within  the  Council’s  housing  clearance 
programmes.  It  was  also  expected  that  the  town  would  rapidly  expand  to  accommodate 
overspill  population  from  Manchester,  and  that  the  areas  to  be  utilised  for  this 
purpose  would  also  probably  be  made  smokeless  from  the  onset.  The  Grange  Estate 
area  had  been  selected  as  the  site  of  the  Council’s  first  Order  because  there  would 
be  no  expenditure  on  the  conversion  of  fireplaces  and  the  residents  would  be  aware 
before  taking  possession  that  the  houses  were  subject  to  smoke  control  on  this  estate. 
The  800  or  more  houses,  when  erected,  would  emit  about  one  ton  of  smoke  per  week, 
some  of  which  would  be  carried  by  the  wind  to  pollute  other  parts  of  the  town. 

There  is  now  no  serious  problem  of  industrial  smoke  pollution  in  Winsford,  as 
in  recent  years  much  of  the  obsolete  plant  has  been  closed  down  and  other  furnaces 
in  the  district  have  been  modernised. 

No  significant  decrease  in  the  rate  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  can,  therefore, 
be  expected  until  more  domestic  premises  come  within  the  boundaries  of  smoke  control 
areas  such  as  are  envisaged  in  the  proposed  long  term  programme  for  the  town. 

The  Mid-Cheshire  Coal  Merchant’s  Association,  although  objecting  to  the  Order, 
were  in  favour  of  clean  air,  and  agreed  that  Winsford  should  look  to  the  future, 
but  they  considered  that  national  supplies  of  smokeless  fuel  were  such  that  only 
the  worst  polluted  areas  could  be  dealt  with  immediately.  Smoke  Control  Orders 
made  up  to  the  end  of  1959  would  require  up  to  one  million  tons  of  smokeless  fuel 
per  year,  and  the  danger  was  that  a  high  proportion  of  those  Orders  related  to  new 
housing  estates  or  other  relatively  unpolluted  areas  with  the  result  that  relatively 
scarce  fuel  was  being  used  where  it  was  least  beneficial.  Winsford  was  not  in  a 
’’Black  Area”,  and  had  no  serious  pollution  problem.  Coal  Merchants  in  Winsford 
were  apprehensive  about  the  supplies  of  smokeless  fuels,  particularly  the  premium 
fuels  and  if  existing  supplies  were  allocated  to  the  Grange  Estate  Smoke  Control 
Area,  they  might  have  difficulty  in  continuing  to  supply  their  present  customers. 

The  Objectors  also  maintained  that  there  was  a  general  antipathy  amongst  householders 
to  burning  coke,  and  although  this  was  slowly  being  overcome  there  was  at  present 
a  marked  preference  for  the  very  scarce  premium  fuels  despite  their  high  price. 

As  an  equivalent  weight  of  smokeless  fuel  occupied  twice  as  much  space  as  coal, 
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residents  would,  by  reasons  of  limited  storage  space  be  unable  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  reduced  summer  fuel  prices.  Residents  also  would  be  unable  to 
bum  their  kitchen  waste. 

The  Minister,  after  considering  the  Council !s  case  and  the  objectors1  written 
and  oral  statements,  confirmed  the  Smoke  Control  Order  and  fixed  the  date  of 
operation  with  effect  from  the  1st  January,  1961,  In  reaching  this  decision,  the 
Minister  stated  that  Smoke  Pollution  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  serious  social  evil. 

The  Committee  on  air  pollution  found  that  about  one  half  of  the  smoke  in  the  air 
came  from  domestic  chimneys,  the  proportion  being  greater  in  areas  where  houses 
predominated,  and  that  the  harmful  effects  of  domestic  smoke  were  accentuated  by 
its  being  discharged  at  a  low  level  and  concentrated  in  the  winter  months.  Industry 
is  not  a  major  source  of  smoke  in  Winsford  and  domestic  chimneys  are  chiefly 
responsible.  It  is  proposed  that  the  population  of  the  town  should  be  more 

than  doubled  in  the  next  ten  years  and  in  the  circumstances  the  Minister  does  not 
consider  it  unreasonable  that  the  Council  should  seek  to  control  emissions  of 
domestic  smoke  before  this  expansion  occurs.  The  Minister  is  advised  that  the 
supply  and  quality  of  smokeless  fuels  should  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  area. 


The  Council  was  later  charged  by  the  Minister  with  the  cost  of  this  enquiry 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  £27.  Os.  6d.,  and  despite  strong  objection  by  the  Council 
they  eventually  agreed  to  pay  this  sum.  It  seems  odd  to  be  asked  to  pay  this 
sum  when  in  prescribing  smoke  control  areas  the  Council  is  carrying  out  the  policy 
of  the  Government  to  limit  further  Atmospheric  Pollution.  Furthermore,  of  the 
six  objectors  to  the  smoke  control  order,  only  two  were  Winsford  Ratepayers. 

All  the  objectors  were  in  the  coal  trade  and  the  Council  felt  that  it  was  wrong 
that  the  ratepayers  of  Winsford  should  be  expected  to  pay  the  cost  of  trade 
interests  seeking  to  protect  their  position. 

The  Minister  has  been  asked  for  his  informal  observations  on  the  Councils 
proposal  to  make  their  second  smoke  control  area.  This  area  would  be  known  as 
the  No. 2  (Nun  House  Farm  Estate)  Smoke  Control  Area,  which  is  awaiting  development 
for  private  housing,  and  expected  to  commence  in  the  very  near  future*  At  present 
there  is  only  a  farm  house  on  the  site,  but  approximately  375  private  houses  and 
ten  shops  and  flats  are  to  be  erected.  The  only  cost  of  adaptation  will  be  that 
required  to  any  of  the  farm  house  appliances,  3C yo  of  which  would  normally  be  met 
by  the  Council  by  means  of  grant. 

Observations  of  atmospheric  pollution  conditions  throughout  the  year  at  the 
four  recording  stations  in  the  district,  using  deposit  gauges  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  the  soluble  and  insoluble  deposits  and  the  lead  peroxide  instrument  for 
recording  pollution  by  sulphur  compounds.  The  insoluble  deposits  indicate  the 
grit  and  dust  fall  in  the  district,  and  there  has  been  little  variation  in  this 
since  the  open  pan  salt  production  ceased.  Local  Authorities  have  the  duty,  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  to  satisfy  themselves  that  the  best  practicable  means  are  taken 
for  reducing  emissions  of  grit  and  dust,  and  measurements  made  with  the  deposit 
gauge  can  be  of  great  help  in  assessing  the  usefulness  of  the  steps  taken  for  this 
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purpose.  This  use  of  the  deposit  gauge  locally  is  of  importance  in  view  of  the 
introduction  of  new  industrial  development  in  the  town,  and  wouldbe  Winsford 
Industrialists  often  ask  for  information  on  the  nature  and  extent  of  local  air 
pollution  as  certain  pollutants  have  a  serious  and  direct  hearing  on  particular 
industrial  processes. 

The  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  are  urging  local 
authorities  to  replace  the  lead  peroxide  instruments  with  a  daily  smoke  filter 
and  the  hydrogen  peroxide  apparatus  for  measuring  sulphur  dioxide.  This  apparatus 
is  obviously  of  more  value  because  it  also  gives  a  picture  of  the  smoke  pollution 
which  information  is  very  useful  to  have  as  the  town  develops  and  the  number  of 
areas  which  are  under  Smoke  Control  Orders  increases.  This  is  a  very  reliable 
instrument,  but  it  requires  daily  attention.  However,  modifications  are  to  be 
introduced  which  will  only  require  weekly  checks,  and  when  these  are  available 
I  would  recommend  that  at  least  one  or  two  instruments  be  set  up  in  the  town. 

In  the  meantime,  I  consider  that  the  sulphur  dioxide  recordings  should  be 
discontinued  until  the  modified  instruments  are  available. 

The  need  for  further  smoke  control  areas  cannot  be  stressed  too  often,  and  I 
would  finish  on  a  plea  to  the  Council  to  ensure  that  all  future  large  scale 
residential  development  is  covered  by  smoke  control  Orders  so  that  the  future 
outlook  for  Winsford  will  indeed  be  bright  and  clean. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  monthly  analysis  of  deposited  matter 
and  sulphur  dioxide  at  the  four  sites  in  the  district  during  the  year.

HOUSING 


During  the  year  8  new  bungalows  were  erected  at  Townfields  Gardens  making  a 
total  of  1,077  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council,  Work  commenced  on  a  scheme 
comprising  42  flats  and  bungalows  at  Alamein  Drive,  Dene  Estate, 

Confirmation  of  the  Council !s  Town  Development  Scheme  will  result  in  large 
scale  new  housing  activity  during  1961, 

Plans  have  been  prepared  fwr  the  first  stage  of  the  Grange  Housing  Estate 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence  on  the  construction  of  roads  and 
sewers  and  also  on  the  erection  of  dwellings  during  1961. 

Further  work  has  been  done  on  the  modernisation  of  houses  built  before  1939* 

Private  housing  development  continues  steadily  in  the  area  and  during  I960 
16  new  dwellings  were  completed.  This  number  should  increase  considerably  with  the 
opening  up  of  a  number  of  private  housing  estates  now  under  consideration.

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The  Housing  Act,  1957 «  -  Slum  Clearance 


The  year  under  review  has  seen  only  little  progress  in  clearing  the 
remainder  of  the  original  five-year  slum  clearance  programme.  Only  9 
houses  were  demolished  and  a  further  15  were  closed  pending  demolition. 

No  specific  house  building  to  relieve  slum  clearance  has  yet  been 
carried  out  by  the  Council,  and  so  far  the  rehousing  of  families  from  alum 
clearance  premises  has  had  to  depend  entirely  on  relets.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  some  of  42  flats  and  bungalows  which  are  in  the  course  of 
erection  on  the  Dene  Estate  will  be  allocated  for  slum  clearance  needs, 
particularly  for  the  rehousing  of  old  persons. 

Difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  trying  to  persuade  the  older  person 
to  move  from  his  immediate  locality  to  an  entirely  different  part  of  the  town 
even  though  it  may  only  be  a  short  distance  away.  This  has  delayed  the 
clearance  of  areas  in  which  there  are  already  closed  houses,  and  the  time  may 
come  when  some  tenants  may  be  obliged  to  move  to  a  different  locality  if  the 
final  clearance  of  these  areas  is  to  be  achieved.

The  training  given  to  the  junior  members  of  the  staff  over  the  past  two 
years  has  proved  fruitful,  and  during  the  year  the  killing  line  at  the  Bacon 
Factory  has  been  strengthened  by  another  member  of  the  staff.  This  still 
leaves  cue  point  not  covered  by  a  trained  member  of  the  staff,  and  also  takes 
no  account  of  absences  caused  by  illness  or  by  annual  leave.  The  increase  in 
the  population  of  the  town  as  a  result  of  the  town  development  scheme  will  also 
mean  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of  locally  produced  meat,  and  I  consider 
that  the  time  is  now  opportune  to  recruit  a  trainee  meat  inspector  in  the 
department . 

In  this  connection  it  will  be  remembered  that  I  have  previously  reported 
that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  has  created  a  new  type  of 
meat  inspector  in  an  attempt  to  overcome  the  difficulties  local  authorities 
experience  in  recruiting  meat  inspectors  for  work  in  large  pig  slaughterhouses 
such  as  the  bacon  factory  at  Winsford,  and  to  help  such  authorities  to  achieve 
lOC^  meat  inspection  in  these  factories. 

An  adequate  line  inspection  service  manned  by  a  trained  staff  is  essential 
if  risks  are  to  be  avoided,  but  this  has  never  yet  been  attained  at  the  local 
bacon  factory. 

A  trainee  meat  inspector  would  complete  the  coverage  for  the  inspection 
of  all  organs  ©n  the  killing  line,  and  would  thus  give  the  very  necessary 
hundred  per  cent  inspection  by  the  Council’s  staff.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 


During  I960,  much  work  was  done  in  four  of  the  private  slaughterhouses 
which  were  to  operate  after  the  1st  January,  1961,  the  appointed  day  by  which 
the  new  construction  Regulations  in  compliance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  Act, 
1958,  came  into  force. 

All  the  necessary  work  under  the  Act,  was  completed  by  this  date  with  the 
minimum  interference  with  the  slaughtering  programmes. 

At  three  of  the  four  private  slaughterhouses,  the  work  required  was  quite 
extensive,  and  in  one  instance  the  lairage  was  completely  rebuilt  and  a  new 
cooling  room  built  adjacent  to  the  s laugh terhall. 

All  this  was  accomplished  by  the  appointed  day,  as  was  the  work  at  the 
three  other  slaughterhouses ;  a  creditable  effort  on  the  part  of  the  slaughter¬ 
house  operators.  Their  co-operation  with  the  department  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

Though  the  reception  of  an  additional  15,000  persons  in  the  town  over  the 
next  ten  years  due  to  town  development  will  more  than  double  the  meat 
consumption,  the  additional  requirements  for  locally  killed  meat  can  be  catered 
for  by  the  local  slaughtering  facilities.  The  operators  of  these  slaughter¬ 
houses  have  indicated  that  they  will  be  prepared,  if  necessary,  to  extend  their 
existing  premises  to  meet  any  additional  requirements  for  town  development  which 
cannot  be  catered  for  by  the  present  facilities. 

An  interesting  point  was  noted  during  the  alterations,  and  that  was  the 
scepticism  shown  by  one  or  two  slaughtermen  to  the  compulsory  installation  of 
a  stunning  pen  for  cattle.  However,  after  the  pens  had  been  used,  they  were 
openly  acclaimed  and  the  opinion  was  passed  that  they  should  have  been  brought 
into  use  long  before.  Apart  from  the  prevention  of  much  distress  to  animals 
by  the  use  of  the  stunning  pen,  the  slaughtermen  appreciate  the  use  of  the  pens 
as  being  much  safer  than  the  old  method  of  pulling  the  animal  in  by  a  rope,  as 
well  as  the  saving  of  time  and  trouble  doping1  the  animal  in  the  lairage.  To 
those  slaughtermen  however,  who  had  had  previous  experience  of  the  stunning-pen, 
the  installation  was  long  overdue.

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Meat  Inspection  (continued) 

On  the  1st  October,  I960,  Britain  because  an  attested  area  with  free 
movement  of  cattle. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  nation* s  herds  free  of  tuberculosis,  routine 
tuberculin  tests  are  made  by  the  Ministry *s  Veterinary  Officers* 

Whilst  there  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  cattle 
and  pigs  found  to  have  lesions  of  tuberculosis  when  slaughtered,  cases  are 
still  found,  particularly  in  pigs  though  the  lesions  in  these  animals  are 
split  into  avian  infection  and  Bovine  infection.  The  reduction,  of  course, 
has  been  most  marked  in  cattle  and  the  Ministry* s  officers  here,  are  to  be 
congratulated . 

To  assist  the  Ministry *s  officers  in  the  eradication  of  further  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  the  discovery  of  any  evidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  or  pigs 
in  the  course  of  meat  inspection  in  the  slaughterhouses  in  this  district  is 
notified  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  giving  details  of  the  infection 
and  the  vendor  of  the  animal.  The  Ministry* s  officers  are  then  able  to  trace 
the  animal  back  to  the  farm,  and  take  steps  to  eradicate  the  infection* 


The  small  laboratory  established  in  the  Department  as  mentioned  in  the 
previous  annual  report,  continues  to  function  and  is  proving  useful* 

At  times,  however,  the  services  of  a  larger  established  laboratory  have 
to  be  called  upon  when  a  decision  has  to  be  reached  on  a  doubtful  carcase, 
for  example  where  histological  sections  of  tissues  are  required  for 
identification  of  a  lesion. 

An  interesting  case  to  illustrate  this  arose  during  the  year*  A  lesion 
resembling  multiple  tumours  was  found  in  the  spleen  of  a  pig*  All  the  tumours 
were  of  uniform  size,  and  the  spleen  was  somewhat  enlarged.  The  kidneys  and 
liver  displayed  what  appeared  to  be  similar  lesions,  but  otherwise  the  carcase 
had  set  and  bled  well,  with  no  other  systemic  disturbance  or  disease* 

The  spleen,  liver  and  kidneys  were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Veterinary 
Pathology  at  Liverpool  University,  together  with  the  necessary  details  of  the 
carcase. 

The  Department  of  Veterinary  Pathology  reported  as  follows s- 

"Histological  examination  of  these  specimens  revealed  the  presence  of 
typical  tuberculous  tissue  in  all*  Alcohol-acid-fast  beaded  rods  were  present. 
This  is  a  rather  unusual  appearance  for  tuberculous  lesions  in  the  pig**  *

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The  Department  of  Veterinary  Pathology  are  anxious  to  obtain  tumours 
of  all  types,  and  have  specifically  requested  us  to  forward  them  all  specimens 
of  interest.  Since  the  large  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis,  due  to  the  attested  scheme,  more  attention  is  being 
focussed  on  the  conditions  presenting  less  obvious  lesions,  but  which  have  an 
effect  on  the  economy  of  the  neat  industry.

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Disinfection  and  Disinfestations 

The  disinfection  of  20  premises  was  carried  out  in  connection  with 
Infectious  Diseases, 

The  disinfestation  of  72  premises  was  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  eradication  of  Insect  Pests, 

B.C.G.  Protection  against  Tuberculosis: 

In  addition  to  the  B.C.G,  protection  against  tuberculosis  as  carried  out 
at  the  local  Chest  Clinic  on  actual  contacts  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
vaccination  of  nei^-bom  babies  at  some  maternity  hospitals  in  Manchester,  the 
parents  of  school  children  of  the  12-13  years  age  group  in  the  area  are  still 
being  offered  this  form  of  protective  treatment.  The  response  to  date  on  the 
part  of  the  parents  to  take  advantage  of  this  treatment  for  their  children  has 
been  good,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the  following.

FOOD  HYGIENE  AND  HEALTH  EDUCATION

slaughtermen  on  slaughterhouse  hygiene  bearing  in  mind  the  practices  required 
for  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958.
